feſſeth, that God was abouc him, 
becauſe his kingdome was not an 
eucrlaſting kingdome , but amo- 
mentary kingdome : like aſparke;

which riſeth from the fire, and fal- 
leth to the fireagaine: therefore he 
ſheweth, what a foole hee was to 
vaunt of his kingdome, as though 
it were like Gods kingdom, which 
laſteth for euer. Secondly he mag- 
nificth the pOwer of God,&layth, 
That God doth what heliſteth, in 
heauenand in earth, and nothing 
can hinder him, nor ſay vnto him, 
What doeft thou ? Vnder which 
words he confeſleth againe , that 
God wasaboue him, becauſe hee 
coulde notraigneas hee liſted, but 
when he thoughttoliue at his ple- 
ſure, then he was thruſt out of the 
dores, and God faidnot vnto him, 
What doeſt thou? but , T hy kingdome 
is departedfrom thee. Therefore hee 
ſheweth , what a foole hee was to 


vaunt of his power, as though it 
had 
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hadbene like Gods power, which 
could not bee checked ;” Thirdly, 
hee commendeth the -iuſtice of 
God, and fayth, That his workes 
were alltrueth, and his waies were 
alliudgement , Vnderthe-which 
wordes Nabuchadnezzer confeſ- 
ſeth againe, that God was aboue 
him : for his waies were all-er- 
rours, and- his workes' were all 
{innes, as theende proued. There- 
fore he ſheweth, what af60le hee 
was to vant of his works;as thogh 
they had beene like Gods works; 
which cannot bee blamed; There- 
forche concludeth,7Nabwohadnez- 
zer,praiſe,and extoll, and magnifie the 
king of heaven. When hee lighted 
on the right ſtring, marke how hee 
harps vponirt,and doubles and tre- 
blesir;like'a bond, which is ratified 

C 2 with 
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with many words of like ſence, ſo 
he tatifieth his bond to God, with 
many wordes of like meaning : 7 
will 267 gn extoll, and magnifie the 
King of eaven, as though he would 
praiſe, and more then praiſe him: 
So they which loue from the hart, 
& repentfrom the bottorhe, praiſe 
and praiſe, prayand pray, giucand 
giue,ſerue andſcrue, thatis, when 
they haye ſerued him, they arerca- 
die to ſeruchim againe. 

.. Heere isaglaſle for all the chil 
dren of pride, Firft looke ypon Na- 
buchadneger , yeewhichare great 
men like Nabachadnezzer, tor thus 
will God make his examples of 
preatmen, becauſe they ſhouldbe 
examples to others, Many wicked 
men died in Iuric,and ſcarſea man 
was by toſeetheircnd:butHerod 
was 
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was ſtriken before the people, that 
all might ſee;becauſe he wasa wic- 
ked king. There weremany in Ba- 
bel as proud as Nabuchadnezzer, 
but none but Nabuchadnezzer 
was made like a beaft, becauſe hee 
was aproude king : ſo God doth 
ſtomacke ſitines in thoſe thatbeare 
his owne perſon. As princes vieto 
picke out the principalland chiefe 
ofthe rebellion, to make them ex- 
amples of terror, which were ring- 
leaders in thetreaſon,ſo doth God 
bend his ſhotagainſt the captaines 
of his enemies : like the king of A- _ 
ram, _— charged his — | 
that they ſhould ftighragainſt none | 
but 2oatnſ Achabtheling. Fork 2.Ch.1 
Salomon faith : Strike the ſcorner, 3c 
andthe reft will beware : ſo iuſtice PrOu- 1 
ſhewed vppon a great man, doth 2

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terrifie manie- If wee couldſee but 
one of the Nabuchadnezzers of 
our daics fo diſgraced ; it woulde 
make all the reſt better in their of- 
fice, andthinke when they ſittein 
their maieſties, as Queene Heſter 
did,thattheir power is giuenthem 
to miniſteriuſtice, and notto doe 
wrong. Paul doth not wiſh vnto 
Agrippa more wealth , nor more 
honour, nor more friendes, but 
more religion, which is the grea- 
teſt want of princes & magiſtrates, 
They {it in Gods chaire, "Eith Da- 
uid, andare.called Gods, butthey 
are not like God , but like Mam- 
mon, except their? namesand their 
crownes.  Peraduenture thereisa 
Dauid, or aSalomon, ora Ioſua, 
thatis, a few that remember whoſe 

perſon they beare, Thereſtare like 

Herod 


of Nabuchadnenzzy. 
Herod.and Saule, and Nabuckad- 
nezzer, which knowe not from 
whomtheir kingdoms come. Na- 
| buchadnezzer built forhis honor, 
and they build for their honors:he 
gathered for his welth, 8&they ga- 
ther fortheir wealth:he ought his 
pleaſure, and they ſecke aftertheir 
pleaſures : he vaunted of his pow- 
er, and they vaunt of their power: 
what did Nabuchadnezzer, that 
they doe not, but repent, which 
they doe not? I cannotwiſh them 
beaſtes to doe them good like Na- 
buchadnezzer, becauſe itisaque- 
ſtion whetherthey beeworſethen 
beaſtes already : but if wee coulde 
driue them outof their pallace, to 
live in the wildernefle, it were a 
a good riddance, for there they 
ſhould doleſle harme.

Thus you ſce why Nabuchad- 
nezzcr was made like a beaſt, that 
he may die like aman:forhe could 
neuer learne from whom his king- 
dome came, or who gauc him his 
name, vnleſſe he had beenc ſeuen 
yearcs a prentiſe vnto the crofle, 
Whenhe perceiued who tooke his 
kingdomefromhim, then he gaue 
his kingdome vnto him , and lear- 
ned histhankfulneſſeinthewilder- 
dernefle, | 

When all the bleflinges were 
pone which he ſhould hauebeene 
thankefull for, hee thought God 
was no bodie, vntill hee became 
like no body himſelfe : and then 
who but God, no power but of 
him,no honour but How him, his 
firſt honor cametrom God, as wel 
as the laſt , but then hee was likea 
FH ._ beaſt, 
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beaft, which knoweth not his oyy- 
net : like a babe , which knowerh 
not his father:likean Image,which 
knoweth nor his maker. But nowe 
he knoweth from who kingdoms 
come,and hath learned to ſay, Thy 
kingdome, as wellas my kingdom: 
and is like the Elders in the Re- 
uelation, which caſt downetheir 
crownes beforethe Lambe: ſucha 
ſcholemaiſteris afflition, to teach 
that which prophets & angels can- 
not teach. For the Prophet andhis 
dreame had tolde him as muchbe- 
fore : yethe couldneuer ſay, The 
Lord hath giuen, before heſawthe 
Lord had taken. They ſay, a friend 
is neuer knowne before he beloſt: 
ſo when Godfled, Nabuchadnez- 
zer followed, but when Godcak 
led, Nabuchadnezzer contemned 
when 
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when he hath all thinges, heis vn- 
thankfull, and when hee hath no- 
thing, hee beginneth to be thank- 
full. Sowe muſtlcarne Gods loue, 
out of Gods wrath: ſpell his good- 
nes, out of his iuſtice, Therefore 
we preach iudgementto you, ta 
make you flievnto mercie : wede- 
nounce the lawe againſt you, to 
. make you loue the Goſpel : We 
ſhewyou hell, to make you ſecke 
heauen : becauſe yyee are all like 
Pharaos ſorcerers. Thaugh we re- 
ceiuencuerſo much, yet we neuer 
' ſay, The fingerof God hath done 
this, but when hee beginneth to 
plaguevs,then wecry,the finger of 
God hath done this:therfore it we 
will not be inuited, its good to be 
compelled. To conclude,hewhich 
made Nabuchadnezzer a king, 
when 
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whenhe was like a beaſt, is he that 
makes the rich, which werepoore, 
and hee which makes them free, 
that were bond , and hee which 
makes them beloued, that were 
hated, and hewhich makes them 
wiſe, that were rude, and he which 
makes them whole, that were ſick, 
they muſtſtaya time, ſeuendayes, 
or ſeucn wecks, orſeuenmoneths, 
orſcuen yeares, as Nabuchadnez- 
zer did, when they arercady for it, 
it will come ſodainly, as the An- 
gelscameto refreſh Chriſt ſo ſoon 
as he was hungry: yetalitle white, 
yeta little longer, comfort is on 
foote, and that Godwhich is com- 
ming, will come, as the ſun which 
was riſing, isriſen. Foras Nabu-' 
chadnezzer faid,mmine honor 7s reſto- 
redta me : ſo Tamfure, many heere.
